1,, Duriijp the past five weeks many 3LV enterprises have been forced to curtail opera** 
tions because of a critical shortage of cash. This situation now prevail through- 
out the 3J.-V complex. SUV Headquarters has directed the Purchasing Office to stop 
all purchasing until further notice All exploratory drilling projects have been 
cancelled at the Matzen and Aderkiaa fields.
